The demonstrators who were arrested peaceY!n.Ijr ^ 
sut^nltted to arrest and allowed themselves to be 
carried to waiting police van8.\j>^ 

Once the arrested demonstrators had been brought to 
police headquarters they were peaceful and orderly* 

No problem was incurred during the booking process. 

Prior to ttie tine chat the 71 demonstrators blocked 
the main gate ^t Sikorsky Aircraft, several speakers 
commented that Che State of Connecticut and Sikorsky 
Aircraft in particular, was geared to war economy, 

Innedlately prior to the blocking of the main gate 
of Sikorsky Aircraft the demonstrators collectively 
read what they described as a Citizens Arrest 
warrant which had been issued for the arrest of 
WELLSLEY A. KUHRT, president of Sikorsky Aircraft 
and WILLIAM P« QWINN. chairman of the Board of 
United Aircraft Corporation of which Sikorsky Aircraft 
is a part. After reading the warrant, the demonstrators 
demanded that KUHRT and QWINN surrender themselves to 
the demonstrators. \ ^ 

On January 20, 1972, WILLIAM TROLAND, Chief of Police. 
Stratford. Connecticut, made available a Xerox copy 
of the Citizens Arrest warrant which had been obtained 
by the Stratford. Connecticut Police Department.

The WAW was founded in the spring of 1967 by 
six young Vietnam veterans in New York City. At the begins 
nlng of 1968, with 600 members, VVAW opened a national 
office, founded the first GI newspaper, "Vietnam GI", 
and sent close to 500 veterans into the McCarthy campaigns 
to beat down the red baiters. After getting gassed at the 
Democratic convention in Chicago and caught in the general 
"down" of the peace movement, VVAW was nearly inactive until 
the moratoriums in the fall ''f 1969. Members of WAW lei 
student strikes on major campuses across the country and 
battled Veterans Administration Hospital authorities over 
threats to throw amputee Vietnam veterans out for signing 
anti-war petitions. At present, membership of the WAW, 
nationally, consists of 8,500 members. |j^
